On tlie Slst Tilt. Mr. Huntington 
gave notice that, upon the Minister of 
Einance moving for the House to yo 
into Committee of "Ways and Means, 
he would make a motion with respect 
to the Canadian Pacific Railway, which 
motion the Opposition claimed and 
the Minist«rialists admitted to bo in

The Dominion Government lins recent- 
ly entered into a now contract with tho 
Allan Steamship Company, for the 
principal mail service between Canada and 
Europe. Tho following are tho chief 
provision.s of tho contract: — Tho Govorn- 
lUGut to pay tho .oompany by qnartorly in- 
stalments the suni' of" 8120,533 33, For 
this tho company agroo-to continue a 
weekly mail servict;, of which twonty-ai.x 
will bo from Quebec. Tho vessels aro 
never to api)roach Capo Itaco intemijostu- 
ous weather. The company to bo under 
no liability for losses of mails when 
caused directly b}' dangers of the deep. 
Whenever tlio Postmaster General shall 
desire it, tho vessels sailing from Port- 
land, shall call at Halifax and thenoo take 
mail) to EnglaMil. There are the usual 
clauses respecting detention of mails, but 
there is a special clause [iroviding for a 
forfeiture of <?;"), 000 should tho oomi)any 
fail to carry out its contract. The dura- 
timi of <;ontract is from Ist April, 1873, to 
1st April, 1878.

dow's cow, " yet my garden and treos 
.across the street are iiUowod to suffer. 
Stock have either a right or no right to 
roam within the city limits. Undor 
the present by-law it is not legal to 
collect for the pouiiiliiig of stock, and 
ovin'y dollar that hixa been jMiid to 
till" City f;oiiltl 1)0 slum] for ami roc!ov- 
orcd. The sooner our most wise and 
intelligent CityOouncil repeal this Law, 
the better. Keep efcook of all kinds 
outside the City limits,

Mr. Gladstone's Defeat. 

The Sc.nno In the House. 

Tho London corresjioudeut of tho New 
York irci)7(/ gives an interostnig sketch of 
the Ilouso of Commons, on tho occasion 
of Mr. Gladstone's defeat. Wo copy a 
jjortion. 

London, March 13. — Tho House mot 
as usual at four, and there had l)eou ovor 
two hours of desnltoiy work whnn Mr. 
Bouverie rose from his seat behind Minis- 
tors, and gave life to tho ijroceodings. 
Other members tritjd to catch tho Speak- 
er's eye at tho aamo time, but there wore 
cries for tho mombar of tho Kilmtirnoek 
Burghs. His denunciation of the measure 
was couched in the strongest terms; his 
sarcastic thursts at i\Iinisteri? could only 
he excelled by tho irreconcilablo hatred 
they covered. Mr. Horsraan had been 
thought to bo bitter, Mr. Bouvorie was 
.more — ho was ferocious; and what matlo 
Lis ferocity all tho greater was that there 
was a bland suiile on his face all the timo, 
and that tho more cutting his remarks tho 
more beaming became his countouanco. 
He did not hesitati> to say tliat if the pro- 
mution of hi;-;licr oduciition and tho os- 
tablisliiuont of religious peace in Iro- 
lanil were tho object, tho bill was misera- 
bly and Boandelously bad. And then 
with some inconsistoucy, which was over- 
looked in the temporary warmth of tho 
daljate, he pruccedetl to maintain that 
there was no liil! at all, jjointing out how 
Ministers hatl resolved to give up ono jxiint 
after another till nothing was loft but a 
slieet of paper, and iiuishing up this head 
of his attacK by suggesting that the bill 
had gone to Hailes. 

Up to this time there had boon little 
actual fear as to the result of tho tlivision. 
The chances certainly had lookctl bad a 
week ago, but Mr. Vernon llnrcourt's 
powerful advocacy on Monday night was 
folt to have restored it to the favor of u 
good few wavering Liberals. But now- 
all tha good Avork was undone — was 
worKO. 

The dinner hour had now come, and 
members rushed olT whenovor Mr. Bou- 
verio sat down— some of them, probably 
drank an extra bottle of port, to confirm 
them iu their resolutions to ignore tho 
threata of thoir leaders and vote against 
their party regardless of consequoncos. 
Some .sct)re of mcmbors alone remained. 
Every one of t horn were on tho Liberal 
sido, and every one of them rose to speak. 
The excitement was becoming intense, 
and was increasotl by the want of anything 
on which it could expend itself. Still the 
small men kept the play to themselves, 
heedless of the annoyance they were 
giving to all but themselves. At last, 
however, a ileiifouiiig cheer ran through 
the Houso, and members crowded iu at 
thn doors. Mr. Disraeli wag up. The 
climas to the tournament was going to 
begin. Tho rival champions wore in 
position. Both were cool and ooUected, 
but there was a fire iu tho eyes of either 
which told of a determination to fight to 
the bitter end. Cries of "Ord«r" re- 
» mnded from all sides, whilst strangers 
streched Iheirnecks to tho uttermost to 
got a view at that great Asian mystery 
standing motionless as a dummy at the 
table. Whoii the silence was complete, 
but not till then, the oracle spoke. 
"Enough of this talk." was in eflect, 
though not ill language, what he said: 
"we have got into a state of bewilderment; 
let us see whore wo aro." Such was his 
criticism of popular debate, and every 
ouo clieereil ami doubtle»s most of all 
those who had ftiiletl to get a hearing, and 
were (;onviueed that the clearing of thn 
atmoiphero Mr. Disraeli was going to at- 
tempt was only what thoy would have 
done themselvcj had they got tho oppor- 
tunity. He then proceedetl to define what 
he considered tho jjosition of matters-- his 
language being on the whole explanatory 
and exegetical, but relieved at times by 
ox(|uisito asides and sparkling repartoea. 
Ho twitted Ministers with their ha/.iness 
«■ to tho provisions t^at wore tho es- 
sence of the bill, chnrged them with being 
themselves in a state of disagreement as 
to what they wanted, ami as a grand cli- 
max acnuseil them of having devised it 
simply f(ir the jjurpose cjf getting a vote 
of conlidonce. And heru came tho happi- 
est jiait of his spoecli. "If iter ^Majesty's 
Government wantttj obtain a vote of con- 
fidence, in such circumstances, they 
should have taken some other course. They 
sliould have applied, not to a 'candid,' 
but tea sine re friend. Tliat is tho Par- 
liamentary practice. There is tho hon. 
mombcr for Surrey. After recent proceed- 
ings lie could hardly liave refused to jmr- 
form the ofliee. Then 1 can say for 
myself, and many goutlemon on this side 
of the House, tliat we have really no ob- 
jection to their obtaining such a vote ^f 
confidence. If Iler Maj<!sty's Government 
have not the contidciice of the ilouae of 
Commons, I want to know whtiae conli- 
dencc they have." I'^very sentence of 
what is here (juoted was followed by roars 
of laughter--the thurst at Mr. Locke King 
the iiiember for Surrey, beingpartioularly 
well received, the fact being that Mr. 
Glatlstonn hatl boon one of the chief sjieak- 
ors at a banipiet which hail lioen given to 
tho honoral /lo gcnllonmn a few nights ago. 
But this waH followed by an eveu more 
successful hit. "Here," ho said, "is a 
Parliamimt elooted under his own aus;-.i- 
ces." There was, of course, loud cries of 
"No, no" from tho Liberal bencheo, fur, 
of course, no oni> could forget that it 
was Disraeli's and nut i^Ir. Gladstonfl'.i 
i'arliaraont. jl was a well feigned bit of 
f orgetfiilncss on the part of tlio ctnining 
old man, antl crioa of "Nt), no" gave him 
tho opportunity for which he had been 
fishing, of retorting, "Well, elected under 
tho infiucnca of the exciting eloquenco of 
tho right honoraldo gentleman. 1 remoni- 
ber that camiiaigii of rhetoric in Lanca- 
shire, and thoiiffht that this House was 
formally, as well as ajiiritually, his crea- 
tion." Then he became more strictly 
controversial, it not even "didactic," anil 
would have beea disa2)pointing had it not 
bsen for those unoxpectod morsels of 
humor which none know better tliau he 
how to introduce with etTect. At one time 
ho jirovoked tho merriment of tho Houso 
by asking if they wore to unt'.orstaud that 
"mumpers" and "jumpers" (vero to have 
the power of conferring degrors, and no 
Hooiuu' had it regained its aelfi)os(iossion 
than he threw it into anolhar lit of laugh- 
ter by picturing himself getting a degree 
from tho "Whito (Quakers." As ho wont 
on it became more and more evident that 
tho leaders of the Opposition expooted a 
victory. Otliorwise ho would have been 
equally unsparing, hut he would riot liavo 
had the Hiiinn bravado. Sarcastically he 
coiigr.'ituhiloil tho lionornblo monibors 
opiioHito on the hucoosh of the polioy of 
conllsuation to which thoy had boon edu- 
cated by Mr. Gladstone. Thoy had hod 
four years of it, h9 eaid; they had, des- 
poiled ohitrohes; th^y had threatened 
erery ovrporatloa and «odowi9eati in tb» 



countt'yj they had exdinined into evcry- 
bod.r'a affairs; they hnd 'cHticisod every 
profession and vexed every trade. After 
speaking for fully an hour ho concluded 
by declaring that it was Mr. Gltidstane 
and not ho who had made thii a parly 
question, but tho gaiintlot having been 
thrown down ho was forced to pick it up, 
and as he resumed his seat one oould not 
help thinking he was 'nfullcring to' him- 
self, "And tho Commons help the rigid." 
Tho cheering which followed was loud 
and repeated, and came nearly a.s much 
from the Ijiberalas friini the Conservative 
benches. 

Mr. Gladstone rose iniijiodiately to re- 
ply on the whole debate, and the cheering 

bocamo greater than ever, the touch of 
irony that it had beou previously tingod 
with being traiisfei-ied Irtjin the Libertil 
to tho Ojjposition honchcs. Ho was argu- 
mentative principally in Ids style, ii.s is 
his custom, but these wlio have heard him 
knov/ how e.Ncullont a uuhstitutt) lor wise 
naw and quaint humor is tho earnestness 
jfhich ho throws into nil his spoochos. 
Ouo by one, ho totjk \\\-> the chief nssail- 
unts of the bill, and dealt with thiMU in 
a manner that showed liis aljility to give 
as well as take. Ho di iiiinl that it was ho 
who hiul made tliis a party question, and 
allogod that it had been ruisod to tho pos- 
ition it had by Professor Fawcett having 
year after year bi-ought forward a measure 
whioii the Government cousidenNl rotro- 
grado ami anti-reformiug. and v^hich cuii- 
sequenlly they ilid nut fool theiusi-lves a 
liberty to acccjit. He had eiili'ioil im tho 
work with a full knowlctlge of d.s dilliciil- 
ty, iiiid had not been blind to the fact 
that if only a few members determined to 
introdiico tho elements of polititial and 
theological passion, success wita ini|>()ssi- 
blo and failure cert.niu. Those loiuarks, 
he admitted, were aimed ])rincipnlly tit 
Mr. Horsijian, mIuiso spffch he cuiuleran- 
ed in iiiuiualilind ti.'niiM uiid wIium; argu- 
mouts he subjected to severe criticism, 
showing how inconsistent and cootratliot- 
ory many of them wore, This castigntion 
of tho right honorable mombcr for Los- 
keard was imiiiediatoly approciatoil by all 
sides of tho Houso, for lie ia oiie of those 
individuals who, whi' e voiy fond of throtv- 
ing stones, always live in :i glass Inniso. 
and is ready to cry out whenever ho is hit 
in return. Ho is, besides, indiHcrimiiiate- 
ly vanomons and no one know whoso 
turn it might be to be tissailed l>y him 
next. Another oi)p(;iiimt , if tho bill who 
caught il pretty hotly frmn the Premier 
win Lord Jvliiiond Pit/mam'icc, a young 
nobleman, who, in lu'cnidiiig tlio umend- 
ment, had apolugi/ed »'or his youth and 
thon proceeded to speak in a ver.v dictato- 
rial btylo indeed. The apology, Mr. Glad- 
stone remarked, was nn iiorossarr. It was 
well luiown tl at in curlier tiine-i it 
was tlu custom of t he elder members of 
families to ceiisuro and even to (diastiso 
tho young, and, if in thi' m ire enlighten- 
ed times in which we lived the process 
was to be reversed, he know no one who 
would perform his part with more satis- 
faction and aalf-eonlidtMico than hia nolde 
friend. It was the perorntion. however, of 
the riglit hoiioralila gentleuiiiirs s])eech 
which was the mnr;t successful. In tine 
rolling sentences, the laugiiago beautiful, 
the sentiment noble, and the manner 
grand in the extreme, he restated the 
Irish grievance —rest.ited it in such u way 
as to be i)roi)hetio of the coming defeat, 
but prophetic also and as cortain of a ro- 
ntMval of tho warfare undor more suitable 
auspices. Mr. Disraeli, ho seemed to ac- 
knowledge, had won ollice by an unholy 
allianco perhaps, but at oil events ome- 
how, and thor fore was welcome to a trial 
of i)ower. Nay, he went further, and 
knowing the position of parties, was almost 
unkind in pressing him to try his linnd at 
the difliculty. For a good half hour the 
peroration lasted,, and vrlnmea of cheers, 
caeii louder than its predecessors, were 
raised every alternate minute. The clos- 
ing scene was one never to be forgotten. 
All parts of the House were literally pacli- 
ed. i^Iembars were hudtllod together as 
Mr. Spurgcon"s laml)H are wont to bo ut 
the Tabernacle. Every boneh hail more 
than its full comiileuiont. Vet not a few 
unfortunate representatives bad to sit on 
the stops, and the doorwav was blocked 
up by an excited group. ^Ihe galleries, 
too, were all full. 

The divisieii took ])laee at two o'clock 
in the iiiorniug. ft mily uecuiiicd twcntv 
minules, but time is not always In he mea- 
sured by its length, and tho interval which 
elapsed on this occasion was quite as try- 
ing to nerves as ever was intorvnl passed 
in waiting for a verdict. At last, ho waver, 
the tellers made their appearance, and a 
sign from tlie CoiistM-vative whip drew 
forth a burst of cheering Avhicb 
peated again and again, and was respond 
ed to by doiiaiit cheering from tho Liber- 
al benches. So great was tlie noise that 
it was diflicult for tho clerk at tho table to 
make liiniself hoard, but comparative si- 
lenct! luiiiig olitaineil for a moment lie 
cried out; "Yens, if^i; nnyii, 2S7- -the nays 
have it." Tlii'u there was more cheering, 
aiul !Mr. (Hadstrnui liaviiii; iiulieate'd thiit 
he woultl have to seethe (^Itiouii, iiKMubers 
rushed off to thoir clubs. Thus commenc- 
ed a crisis destiiieil to causo tho downfall 
of the most powerful and popular of Gov- 
ern monts. 

One incident, tho most d raiiKitic of all, 
r(^Inail!^ to be meni ioiicd. When t ho mi'iii- 
bers had departed, the galleri(!s dosertod, 
and tho lights about to be put out, a soli- 
tary individual ivan loft in tho HoiiBO. Ho 
sat writing at the table, and did not raise 
his head tillliehad tiuishedand foldetl up 
hi.v letter, it was Mr. ( llml.stone. And to 
Bflo him no one would have imiigiiiod 
what ho had just eijiue through, Ht^ was 
frosh and uctivo, ami looked ua unconcern- 
ed as ever. As I looked down upon him , 
sitting in the gilded chamber alone, and 
thought of theevents that Imil just passed, 
thn mutability of fiirtiiiii! was nil I riuild 
think of, and Uiv anger's grand liiicKcamo 
to my relief;
